Says at Conference, 


CLOSES TONIGHT AT COLUMBUS 


Time Arrives For one Denominational 


C-Operation Both in City and 


Rural Communities. 


Columbus, 0., Dee. 10.— “ The n a r ­ 
row offensive church sectarian and 
denominational bully can 
no 
longer 
represent Christtaial in this country, 
whatever 
their 
church 
affiliation-. 
Growing co-operation among ehureh- 
e> will at once rid all communities of 
such intolerant men/* 
This assertion by Rev. John M. 
Moore of Nashville, Tenn., \va> vig­ 
orously applauded today at the n a ­ 
tional conference of the Commission 
t»n church 
and 
country 
life. 
Rev. 
Moore was one of several .speakers 
who attacked the spirit of aloofness 
maintained by some churches, and 
who urge further federation of reli­ 
gious organizations. 
Henry Wallace, 
Des Moines agricultural editor and 
former member of Roosevlt’s country 
life commission, in an address de­ 
plored the system of tenantry and 
urged longer leases for farms. 
The conference will close tonight 
with an address by President Wilson. 
Business sessions of 
the 
executive 
committee of the Federal Council of 
( Miurches will end t hen al>o. 
Rev. I)r. Moore explained lie did 
not advocate the breaking down of 
church denominations, 
but he 
said 
co-operation “ is now absolutely e>- 
sential to adequate religious life and 
erviee.” 
“ Some denominations have an ex­ 
alted opinion of their 
providential 
and predestined importance and are 
not inclined to co-operation of any 
kind." he added. 
“ They claim to be 
tlie Lord’s peculiar people— and they 
are. 
Denominational conceit seldom 
lei d- itself to the promotion of other 
than self interests. 
“ Jlie time has come when d e n o m i ­ 
national co-operation 
in both „city 
and rural church and rural church 
life is practically essential to any 
great soeial and religious movement. 


I he place to begin is not in the l o ­ 


cal community, however, hut in the 
denominational councils of those or­ 
ganization- directly involved. 
“ No minister has n moral right to 
preach such a sermon or express hi< 
beliefs in such a way as to give of­ 
fense to }»ersons holding different doc­ 
trine-. 
It i- denominationnlLm that 
had divided 
Christian 
people 
into 
feeble bands and made the support 
of competent 
ministers 
impossible. 
Present 
conditions er\ 
out against 
further postponement of a great co­ 
operative effort by churches. I hope 
every county in the 
United 
States 
will have such 
church 
federations 
soon, and that the churches of each 
city will band 
together 
for 
their 
common cause.” 
Rev. Dr. Moore# is 
secretary of home missions for the 
Methodist Episcopal church, South. 
Mr. Wallace, who is widely known 
as a writer and speaker on agricul­ 
tural 
reforms, 
declared prosperous 
country churches are dependent 
on 
prosperous economic conditions, and 
that tenantry is one of the greatest 


f o e s to this prosperity. 
He advoca­ 
te«! “an arrangement of leasing that 
will make the tenant 
a 
reasonably 
permananet citizen in the community, 
in other words, no longer leases.” 
Other speakers today were Rev. K.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 10.—That 


Chief of Police Samuel V. Perrott 
will be tried on election conspiracy 
charges similar to those on which 
Mayor Joseph Bell was recently as- 
quitted was the belief today prior 
to the 'hearing for motions, 
which 


will come tomorrow. There was some 
reason to believe that Perrott's case 
will be set for trial next. 


Prosecutor Rucker did not hes- 


itate to say that there will be many 
dismissals, but he would not intim- 
' ate which of the 100-odd defendants 
to the indictment would not be tried. 


Belief that Perrott would be forced 


to stand trial was based largely on 
the fact that his'name figured -large? 
ly in tfl'e.'evidenee against Mayor Bell.

Time Arrives For one Denominational, 


i'C-Operation Both in'City.and'^ - 


' ~

Columbus, 0., Dec. 10.—"The nar^ 


row offensive church sectarian and 
denominational bully-can no , longer 
represent Christiaial in. this country, 
whatever their church affiliations. 
Growing co-operation among church-^ 
es will at once rid all communities of 
such intolerant men." • 


This assertion, by Eev. John--M. 


Moore of Nashville, Tenn., was vig- 
orously applauded today at the na- 
tional conference of the Commission 
on church and country life. Sev. 
Moore was one of several- speakers 
who attacked the spirit of aloofness 
maintained by some churches, and 
who urge further-federation of reli- 
gious organizations. Henry "Wallace, 
Des Moines agricultural editor and 
former member of-Roosevlt's country 
life commission, in an address de- 
plored the system of tenantry and 
urged longer leases for farms. 


The conference will close tonight 


with an address by President "Wilson. 
Business sessions of the executive 
committee of the Federal Council of 
Churches -will end then also. 


Kev. Dr. Moore explained he did' 


not advocate the breaking down of 
church denominations, but he said 
co-operation "is now absolutely es* 
sential to adequate religious life and 
sen-ice." 


"Some denominations' have an .ex- 


alted opinion of their 
providential 


and. predestined importance and" are 
not inclined to co-operation of any 
kjnd^','heja<lde<L ^'They claim to be- 
the Lord's peculiar people—and they 
are. Denominational conceit seldom 
lends itself to the promotion of other 
than self interests. 


"The time has come when denomi- 


national co-operation in both ,city 
and rural church and rural church 
life'is practically essential to any 
great social" and religious movement. 
ThV'place to begin is not in the lo- 
cal community, however, but in the 
denominational councils of those or- 
ganizations directly involved. 


"No minister has a moral right to 


preach sudh a sermon or express Ms 
beliefs in such a way as to give of- 
fense to personsholdingdifferent doc- 
trines. It is denominationalism that 
had divided Christian people vinto 
feeble bands and made the support 
of competent ministers 
impossible. 


Present conditions cry out against 
further postponement of a great co- 
operatice effort by churches. I hope 
every- county in the United 
States 


will have such church 
federations 


soon, and that the churches of each 
city will band together "for 
their 


common cause." Rev. Dr. Moore,, is 
secretary of jiome-missions for the 
Methodist Episcopal church, South. 


Mr. Wallace, who is widely known 


as a writer-and^speaker on agricul- 
tural reforms, declared prosperous 
country churches are dependent on 
prosperous economic conditions, and 
that tenantry-is one of the greatest 
foes to. this prosperity. He, advoca- 
ted" "an arrangement,of-leasing that 
will make the tenant - a reasonably 
permananet citizen in the .community, 
in other words, no longer* leases."
